(Ontario) as stage manager. 

Ha came to Victoria a year 
ago after two yean as actor 
and director of the Manitoba 
Theatre Centre in Winnipeg and 
manager of Its theatre school 
and provincial tour* 

The Plan 

His plan, he says, "follow* 
Tyrone Guthrie's idea that you 
ahould have a local group and 
then add variety by bringing to 
people who work well with the 
group. 

“I might bring to someone 
like Julie Harris, who worked to 
Stratford, because of her acting 


work well with the company." 

Such a group would tie In with 
similar studios in other parts 
of Canada, Re said.

Watch for a Mg ftook of blnda . . . fulls, murraa and 
divan . . . renaming and diving around one little aroa. 
H en to ana there is a herring ball under them. Dogfish and 
salmon chaae the bait from below, the birds go after them 
from above, and for protection they huddle together In a 
big black ball. 

Wa carry a special small net with ua to case wo sea 
one of these herring balls. 

Saturday we didn't have It with ua and sure enough 
we spotted the bird action. No matter, a big salmon net 
will take them while they era still in a ball.

Critic Braves Squealers

TORONTO iTNBi- Suto, III have you know, la your 
correspondent's nhsmaad devotion to duty that j volun¬ 
tarily endured for 14 hours a community shriek from 
toe throats of several hundred f ran do Junior aoprwnaa, 
each of whom could Ml lop C and hold It steadily tor 
three minutes. 

The result of my ordeal la that I now am able to offer 
a fragmentary review—only a fragmentary OM, I'm 
afraid—of that epochal entertainment known aa A Hard 
Day’s Night, the debut of tha Beatiea on the fufrslze 
screen.

Unfortunately, a modern motion picture must bo 
HEARD as well as seen, to order to be sensibly assnurl 

At this movie, it was often quite Impossible to hoar 
toe soundtrack at all above the Incredibly sustained 
tumult of the worshippers 

A Hard Day's Night is certainly a lot bet te r toan I 
had expected—which, of course, is another way of aaytng 
it's not nearly as bod as I had feared. 

The Beatles’ so-called ringing, to a stubborn non¬ 
member of the cult, is literally a crashing bora; and their 
aangs all of them 'original' are terrible. But toe tods 
themselves —John Lennon, Rkigo Starr, Paul McCartney 
and George Harrison—are a rather funny and endearing 
lot in their brash and mocking fashion, and a gleam of 
adult humor can be detected in their eyes.

The film traces 36 hours In the composite Uvea of tha 
Beatles; four happy and unpretnkous young Liverpud¬ 
lians who have become, almost overnight, the No. I 
global sensation of show business. 

Voraciously pursued by their hysterical tens, tha 
mop-haired youths travel by train to London to do a 
television show. With them are their worrywart manager, 
his hulking assistant and Paul McCartney's sly, conniving 
old grandfather 

Thera is a truant sneak-away to a twist dub. where 
the lads disport themselves against their manager's 
order. They also keep vanishing during rehearsals, then 
blandly making fun of the TV producer In hla baleful, 
effeminate fury. 

Finally Rfngo REALLY disappears . . . but turns up 
In time for a amasheroo show and the start of another 
mad race for a minute or two of privacy hi their gold- 
flto world

This slogan appear* on a 
calendar from the 1920a but 
old Joe Farrar has been at his 1 
confectionery store at 10 J 
Church Street for longer than 
that 

Joe Farrar, now 85. came to 
Nanaimo in 1906 to work In 
Ihe coal mines, he explained, 
hut in 1910 he had a row with 
his boss and was fired. He 
was blacklisted, and because 
there were no unions in the 
mines in those days, he, 
couldn't get another Job. t 
LAUGHING STOCK 

A friend of his suggested he 
return to England, but. aa Joe 
says. “If I had gone t*qk 1 
would have bean the laughing 
atock of north England." 


Someone told me of a candy! 
afore whose owner had lost 
nearly all his possessions in 1 
the San Francisco earthquake 
and fire. Joe said at the time 
he didn't think* he could take 
over a store like that, because 
he had been mining all his 
life. 

But he' remembered some¬ 
one saying to him, “In this 
country you tackle anything," 
and In 1910 he took over the 
store. 

"I struck oil," Joe ibid, “all 
the miner* patronized the 
place, and my wife and I 
started to make ice cream." 
MOD A FOUNTAIN 

In 1912 he bought a marble- 
topped soda fountain from a 
bakery in Victoria that was go¬ 
ing out of the ice cream busi¬ 
ness. At the same time he got 
a couple of table* and some 
chairs and a huge, old- 


fashioned mahogany aide- 
board.” The place was full all 
the time," he said. 

He and his wife lived in the 
back of the store, but his wife 
died in 1956 and he Is now 
living at 540 Bradley Street.

Uchuck 
III, Captain Esson Young, master, 
has no cabin accommodation and 
round trippers must be satisfied 
with snacks at the coffee bar. 
Sleeping facilities may be com¬ 
pared with the lower berth of a 
Pullman, curtained in somewhat 
the same way. 

But for there who are adventure 
minded, who crave to wander from the

The bus ride Is, Uurif. an adventure for 
passengers, relieved of driving, can give un¬ 
divided attention to the scenery and marvel 
at the ■ kill of engineers who laid out the 
rand.

By now my readers 
trill have guessed that I 
like Bleeping outdoor» 
and 1 like mountainB. 

"Also I like berries, bo by 
’August I can get hungry 
and tired of hearing 
burpB after chirps in my 

own berry beds. Besides , I feel it in my bones—or maybe it's in my wishful thinker —that the wild block 
currants will be ripening on a mountain I know well. I cannot always go to gather them, but when l do it is a 
time to remember. _ . 

Any journey is exciting and 
this one, although I have taken 
it many time*, never kiaes its 
novelty for me. Why should it? 

Each time I And something 
new: a bird, a flower, a strange 
■tooe at the river’s edge. There 
b a stream to follow and a 
mountain to climb, with a night 
beaide some alpine lake or a 
waterfall in the deep forests. 

Then there b the final stretch 
down, ending in a friend’s kit¬ 
chen and the pungent smell of 
wild currant jam. Sometimes 
my friend goes with me all the 
way and she b a companion 
worth having. 

Hie red berries of devil's dub 
and bsneberry arc, I bdieve, the 
only wild fruit of this mountain 
district that I have not sampled. 

The blue berries of alpine beauty, 
the red fruit at kinnikinlck, fake 
Solomon’s seal, fairy bells and 
Mar flower, the golden fruit of 
twi s ted stalk—all these and others 
have been eaten with varying en¬ 
joyment. Bears love the kinniki¬ 
nick berries, though I And them 
rather dry and flavorless. That 
of the orange honeysuckle la 
much better, but the Ethiopian 
twins of its relative the bush 
honeysuckle are far too seedy. 

Black cap bushes loaded with 
berries overhang the rocks beside 
a river that three of us are accom-

psnying one August morning Just 
after sunrise. The “dear me ' of 
a Richardson’s peewee comes 
from dose at hand. Hie air is 
sultry and close, oven with water 
to ml it This sttght reminder 
of the tropica makes me thlnx of 
i he hothouse conditions under 
which tha first bird life existed, 
on the marshy plains and among 
the still flowerim trees and 
plants of tha Macoaotc forests. 
The few strange bird representa¬ 
tives would hardly have been 
noticed while the great dinosaurs 
and pterodactyls roamed land 
and air. Now there Is bird song 
everywhere, even where great 
winds sweep a c ros s hare moun¬ 
tain crests and each growing 
thing must struggle for existence.

Some a Bit Tepid 


Bad endings destroy moat kinds of 
books; they merely tarnish mysteries. 
Which is just as well, because the oaa I 
read this month let me down a bit 

Until the unraveling I enjoyed myself thor¬ 
oughly delighting in the ingenuity of the plots 
- and then pouf!! It turned out that the neigh¬ 
bor two doors away, who was mentioned in 
chapter one. did the dirty deed for reaaons 
given on the last page 

With that preposterous generalisation out 
of the way, let me recommend them one by 
ssf The TrawMsdriUI Harder by Jane Lang- 
tnn (Longmans, >430), gives away Its locale 
iN«r England i and its literary tone hi the 
this. K features • six foot female librarian 
and an equally heroically proporwoned hero 
called Homer, 

There are no tough guys In the book, and 
the Choice of aqspons is ancient muskets or 
pistols. There are no passionate love scenes. 
But (here is lots ef winy raillery aa the friend¬ 
ship be t ween Homer and Mary develops. 

The murder, on Patriots’ Day, ia committed 
by ■ man an horseback dressed as an 18th cen¬ 
tury doctor. All this makes for a clever and 
funny suspense story — snd after all, you don't 
road the ending until quite late in the book. 

The LM ef Adrian Messenger, by PhiUp 
MacDonald (Bantam. 50cl is one of the Juat- 
let me read on* more chapter mysteries. W« 
soon meet the diabolical killer and tha suspense 


turns not on who did it, but how is he going to 
be caught. 

The heroes are of that sometimes offensive 
group who were in British Intelligence or the 
French Resistance: when they Join in the hunt 
then Is Just a taint odor of Stalky and Co. 
But Just a faint one; the main smell la of hot 
blood. 

Sam Woods' Trusted Uks Me Fas (Collins. 
g2.95i has an odor of Perry Mason about It, 
but that’s a pleasant odor to me. The action 
occurs during a nine-day trial, and to there's 
automatic urgency, although the crime is 15 
yaara old. 

Unfortunately the Mason technique of con¬ 
fession is used to unravel the tangle. (Once 
again. Incidentally. Miaa Woods uses secret sci¬ 
entific work in her plotting.) 


In Daniel Brown's From • e’Claek To Ja.

Ludendorff choae SB his first 
point of attack the right of the 
British Mm, held by the 5th Aqpiy 
under Gough which hod been so 
severely mauled at Pasachendaele. 
He could not have made a better 
choice. Having fought in tola 
battle, 1 think Ludendorff lacked 
toe one thing that would hove os 
•ured victory—tanks.

The spate af books directly fol¬ 
lowing that war reflects this atti¬ 
tude.

Now, half a century later, emo¬ 
tions have been watered down and 
some excellent books are coming 
out, among them The Huargksar- 

Barnett builds his tale around 
four key actors In the dreadful 
world drama on the Western 
front where the stage haa been 
set. It begins with the tragic de¬ 
lusion to whidh von Moltke fea¬ 
tured, and ends "full circle” with 
Ludendorff. Both men were su¬ 
preme commanders of the Ger¬

Von Moltke wea Incapable ef 
handling the greet war machine 
of seven armies numbering nearly 
one end a half million men. ft 
was a command he did not want 
and he himself said *T lack the 
power of rapid derision . . . too 
conscientious for such a post.” 

At the outset, in 1906, be and 
Ms Royal Master tampered with 
the now famous Schlieffen Plan. 
It waa a machine-ilka plan—to 
wheel the right wing of the Ger- 
m a n Army, two-thirds strong, 
through Belgium and HoHand, 
and io envelope Paris from the 


south, anticipating the French 
would drive In a weak German 
left wing, and thereby be unable 
to extricate themselves. At (be 
end of to# great wheel, the fuB 
might of the Germans would be 
Ul rear of the French tones. 


Instead, von MetUce strength- 
snsd the left whig at the expense 
of the right, thereby holding the 
French who s n o ck ed on the Ger¬ 
man left as Schlieffen anticipated. 
Thus held, the French were able 
to withdraw when they realised 
the German intentions and so es¬ 
caped defeat to 1914. 

Even so a second chance woa 
offered von Moltke to deliver a 
decisive coup when, on Aug. 90 
the French 5to Army was caught 
between the guns ai the German 
2nd and 2nd Armies The ques¬ 
tion often asked k why von 
Moltke didn't know the situation. 
In the history of warfare, poor 
oommonioatkmB have lost more 
battles than pear generate. 

When the deluteon of victory in 
six week s faded, U was to be vic¬ 
tory next year, and so an. The 
real dakssion was in the minds ef 
the'generate and stateemen who 
were still following the military 
philosophy of the past.

There are different alght condi¬ 
tions, each posing its awn prob¬ 
lems. Partial sight in one eye and 
none in the other causes a constant 
drift to the blind Mda. aafflclent 
to confuse driven. 

Some, on unpaved streets, drive 
dangerously dose to whits nan as 
Overtaking-cars come nearer to 
trouble than drivers rssHaa The 
man with tha drift problsm has to 
fight that tendency when he bean 
a car approaching, and whss the 
•train breaks he weaves like an 
Impaired pedestrian — and the 
break may come at any moment! 

When two oars are involved it 
la dynamite! They sound as one. 
The effort to hold a straight course 
begins; the drat car paaaaa; the 
Weave Marts; and tha aacond car, 
without warning, flashes past—a 
split-second ahead of disaster! 

There can he no quick backward 
glance *9 cheek traffic. That re¬ 
quires a full atop, turn about, and 
a lew. seconds to focus. Tha onus 


is on the driver! None can teU 
whether tha pedestrian with a 
white cane will hold a straight 
course or veer to the right or to 
the left. 

Fortunately there is a brighter 
aide to the picture. Moat drivers 
are understanding and considerate. 
It Is common practice for them to 
alow down and allow ample lee¬ 
way. The sound of reduced speed, 
which Is music to tha ear, kindles 
a glow of gratitude. But an on- 
rushing car, in rear, is frightening 
after a few disturbing incidents - 
and morale may suffer for days 

Careful motonata, tha lady and 
gentleman who drove the stranger 
with his bag of groceries home; 
the lady who stopped her car and 
crus sod the atroet to afer assist¬ 
ance; the small hoy who got off 
his bicycle and acted as guide paat 
a sidewalk obstruction; the taeo- 
agpera who shoot traffic Informa¬ 
tion as they cycle past; and the 
countless helpful acta of old and 
young, provide the protection that 
gives while-oaners mobility, and 
adda seat 1 o their Uvea. 

Undulating sidewalks are a traf 
tie hazard- The jar from an abrupt 
drop at a driveway intersection up- 
aata the equilibrium, and before 
balaace la restored a slap into the 
road la often unavoidable. 

And a slash across tha face from 
overhanging garden growth 
evokes unprintable thoughts!

which mark the professional Intercourse of 
ftrsi class English journals 

Soon The Vancouver Times was on the back 
of de Cosmos The Times showed no mercy to 
him. as he. some years before, had shown no 
mercy to Governor James Douglas. They were 
free w heeling days, but tha great newspaper 
editors of their times had little success in rout¬ 
ing their arch political anomies, de Cosmos 
started his attack on Douglas in the first issue 
of The < etoel.t, Dec. 11. 1858. but It was six 
years later before Douglas retired. 

The Vancouver Times hammered away at 
de C'nsmae for 18 months. untU It folded; de 
Cosmos went to the heights second premier 
of British Columbia, and for 10 yean Viet oris's 
representative Ip the House of Commons. 

Over in New Woetfntnatar. John Hobson 
used his British Columbian to attack Chief 
Justice Begbie. Bag Nr threw Rohaon in jail. 
Rohaon apologized to Begfcte and was released ' 
Then, for 15 years. Robaon tried to get rid of 
Brgbte. but with no auneoa. 

Without such characters and such news 
paper* our history would Indeed be dull and 
Stuffy. Largely became af them, it’s lively 
and colorful and exciting. 

The Vancouver Timas lashed out at dr Cos¬ 
mos "Our great Demosthenes has, so far as

"hat Mr. de Coamoa st u dies much and 
labors hard cannot be denied; but the chief ob¬ 
ject of hia thoughts is how to apply stratagem 
so as to secure hb own political ambition. Mr. 
de Ooamna has never spared an opponent, has 
never admitted that their Intentions might be 
better than their actions; he has never shown 
any mercy to their shortcomings. 

"No writer in the present day is likely to

After Tug Burns in Mid-Pacific 


Jonquiere Carrying 
Injured U.S. Seaman 


Ite E^quimalt-bued ocean eacort HMCS Jonquiere 
was steaming to San Fnndaoo Saturday night with an 
injured U.S. seaman aboard. 

Joseph Cunningham, engineer " 1 
with the deep-aea tug Sea Wolf, 
waa being taken to hospital with 
second degree bums over 90 per 
cent of his body. 

He wss one of 12 survivors 
when the tug caught fire and 
tank Saturday afternoon half¬ 
way between San Francisco and 
Honolulu. 


GIVEN TBEATMENT 

Earlier, engineer Cunningham 
had been given treatsssat by 
the Janquiera’s medical officer. 

The Jonquiere, along with six 
other ocean escorts of Fourth 
Canadian Escort Squadron, plus 
the Esquimalt-baaad sub HMCS 
Grilse, was heading back to Vic¬ 
toria after training end sea in 
Hawaiian waters. 


The tug was blazing when the 
first C-190 plane pinpointed tha 
spot, but the (lames wore ex¬ 
tinguished soon after. 

The plane dropped a further 
raft and emergency radio equip¬ 
ment to the 12 men. 

BOS MEBdOGE 

The SOS message sent out by 
the Sea Wolf, picked tg> by the 
Coast Guard cutter Pontchar- 
traia 200 milos away, read: 

"Mayday. Mayday. Fire on 
board. Fuel caught fire, cannot 
stay cm board much longer, 
position approximately 1,200 
mi Isa north-east at Honolulu.” 

The Ponte hart rain was tint an 
tha scene and pickad up the 12 
men. Later they were trans¬ 
ferred from the cutter to the 
ocean escorts. 

A navy spokesman said the 
diversion will not change the 
estimated time at arrival back 
in Victoria of the escort squad¬ 
ron. They are due back at 9 
a.m. Aug- 21.
